week, until Thursday afternoon, 


June 12, it was announced by the 
office. 


The morning exams start at 8 


o’clock and end at 11 while the af- 
ternoon sessions start at 1 and end 
at 4. It is absolutely necessary that 
all students appear for the examina- 
tions because a passing grade in any 
course can not be granted unless a 
student has passed the final test. The 
schedule on this page shows the time 
and place of all examinations. 


Students are warned that ink is 
essential and many teachers do not 
grade papers written in pencil. It is 
also advisable to bring along a bottle 
of ink for emergency. Blue books 
will be furnished by the college. No 
books or material other than pen an 
ink will be in the classroom. Most of 
the tests will be given in college 
hall, which is room 11. 


The excerpt from the faculty reg- 
ulations concerning examinations is 
as follows: ‘Final examinations are 
mandatory in all courses except lab- 
oratory courses and in these at the 
option of the instructor in charge. 
Final examinations are held regular- 
ly at the end of each semester and 
each examination covers the entire 
semester’s work. Three hours are de- 
voted to each examination. A passing 
grade is required in final examina- 
tions in order to passs in the course.
